Tho Untou—The Third Great Uprising 
of the North, 


The ropulso of Genoral Banks from tho val. 
loy of Virginia, and the monacing nttitude of tho 
rebel Genoral Jackson and his guerilla army in 
the rear of Washington, have already produced, 
in tho third great uprising of the North, a 
more powerful blow against tho last hopes of 
this desperato rebellion than any of our recent 
‘ud most {important captures of the strongbolds 
of tho enemy. 

‘The government calls for more troops. ‘The 
startled North hears tho call and bastens to 
obey, impressed, as is the public mind, with 
the Idea that our national capital is again in 
danger from the overwhelming rebel army ia 
its rear, against which General Banka liad no 
alternative of salvation but the most rapid 
and well conducted rotreat across the Poto- 
mac, And whatdowe seo? Wo sce that our 
honest and patriotle President, like the First 
Napoleon, bas but to stamp his foot, and armies 
spring out of the ground. It was on Sunday 
cvening that onr Soronth rogiment was ordered 
to pack up anu movo again to tho defence of 
Washingtou, and on Monday evening, fully 
armed and equipped for a campaign, this gal- 
Jant regiment passod down Broadway en routs 
for the fedoral city, amidst tho acclamationa of 
two hundred thousnd of their fellow citizens, 
The fighting Sixty-njoth and half n dozen others 
of our city regimonts will be close upon tho 
heols of the Seventh; while stout old Massa- 
chusetts is neck and neck with New York; and 
inexhaustible Pennsylvania is mustering ber 
reinforcoments by thousands; and little Rhodo 
Island is not missing; and Now Joraoy is wide 
awake; and populous Ohio i buzzing like a 
hivo of angry bees; and, in fact, from Maine to 
Kansas, the blood of the indignant North fs up 
again, and a new army of five hundred thousond 
volunteors fs at the service of the government 
for tho extermination, if necessary, of the inso- 
lont rebels who have tho temerity evon to 
threaten our national eapitel. 

Such is this third great uprising of the mighty 
North. The opening of the game of war by tho 
rebels, in the bombardment of Fort Sumter, 
marked the first-groat awakening of the indig- 
nant people of our loyal States; the repulse of 
our army from tho bloody field of Manassas, 
and tho call of the government for more troops 
for the defence of Washington against the vio- 
torious army of the enemy, marked the eocond 
great outpouring of our voluntocrs for tho 
Union, If the Grst was the most impressive in 
marking tho lines between the robellion and 
tho Union, and if tho second of theso popular 
manifostations was more significant in marking 
the unalterable purpose of our loyal people to 
maintain Intact their national capital and their 
government, tho third is the most decisive, as 
indicating, cost what it may, the fixed resolu:

If tho London newspaper organs of tho 
British aristocracy, whig and tory, desire a con- 
clasive fact or two against Jeff. Dayis and his 
balf strangled monster bantling of a Southern 
confederacy, it will only be necessary to look 
at the oxtraordinary difference between our 
loyal ond our rebellions armies. ‘The first aro 
yolunteers, balf a million of them, enlisted for 
throo year service or for tho war—an army in 
efliciency, equipmont end appointments, at 
lenst equal to the standing army of France. 
‘Tho rebol army, on tho other band, is very 
lorgely an army of impreseod men, and 
througbout our robollious States their last re- 
eources in men havo boon exhausted in 
8 unlvereal conscription, under which orery 
able-bodied white man not absolutely 
indispensablo to other needful employ- 
ments has beon thrust into the rebel 
army, together with ovory musket, rifle 
nd fowling picoa, between Richmond and New 
Orleaus. And this army, thus mustored aud 
equipped, badly clothed and fed, and shocking- 
ly doctored from the want of medicines, hospi- 
tal supplies and systemntio sanitary: regula- 
tious, this army, which cannot oxceed in num- 
bers, all told, four hundred thousand men, has 
gleaned our rebellious States of their last re- 
eources in men, arms and all the essentials of 
war. 

On the other hand, our woll appointed Union 
army of half o million in the feld, and our 
nayal forces, equal to two or three hundred 
thousand additional soldiers, for the purposes 
‘of this war, wo can increase in sixty days to a 
million of volunteer soldiers, armed ond equip- 
ped. The simple fact is, that our loyal States, 
as thoy now stand, are in military strength so 
overwhulmingly powerful against this virtually 
ckxbausted robellion that it is simply prepos- 
terous to preavh any longer the exploded idea, 
even in Europe, of a possible independent 
Southern confederacy, Before tho expiration 
of tho presont wock we may reasonably antici* 
pate an ond to all doubts uppn the subject ins 
despatch from General McClellan from tho bo.

‘evening, at cloven o'clock, Col. Lefferts, of the 
New York Sovonth rogimont, received march- 
ing orders from Governor Morgan. By nine 
o'clock “Monday morning the mombers of tho 
regiment were notified, and at nino o'clock tho 
same evening the Soventh marched down Broad- 
way, eight hundrod strong, and departed for 
the scat of war. No regular rogimont of any 
army in the world could oqual this celerity of 
movomont, The unoxpectod necessity which 
summoned our militia to arma and the response 
of tho Soventh regiment were almost simulta 
neous.
